ed its claimx in 1321 is nothing short 
of remarkable. Secretary Wallace at- 
tributes a considerable part of the 
improvement to wise legislation and 
helpful

clares, have received more thoughtful 
and sympathetic consideration by leg- 
islative and administrative agencies 
- during the last, two and a half years

Total general farm income, says the 
Secretary, will be considerably great- 
er this year than it was in 192-2.

dawn of the fourth day of Brig.-Gen- 
eral Butler's campaign to clean up 
Philadelphia, police reports indicated 
that one ^of the most crushing blows 
in the history of the city had been 
dealt to crooks, gamblers, botleggers, 
narcotic drug peddlers. 


All the known gambling establish- 


ments, disorderly houses and speak- 
easies were said to have ceased opera- 
tions and their proprietors fled. As a. 
precautionary measure, however, two 
policemen were stationed in the win- 
dows of places, blmds -were thrown to 
the top of windows and lieutenants in 
charge of the police districts made 
frequent rounds to see that the police- 
men carried o.ut .ine^r orders--^ 
About forty places were raided -last 
night and approximately fifty arrests 
made. Thirteen men picked up on the 
streets as suspicious characters were 
held for further hearings. 
Armed with short handled axes, 
squads of policemen and 
detectives 
started their raiding activities early 
in the night. In the tenderloin and 
central sections they confined their ef- 
forts to cider saloons.f gambling es- 
tablishments and disrderly houses, 
-wliiW m the outlying districts chief 
attention was paid to illicit stills and 
saloons. When they returned to their 
station houses early to^Iay they had 


confiscated 
and 
smashed 
enough 
gambling paraphernalia and stills, to 
fill two dozen patrol wagons. In only 
a. few instances were the raiders forc- 
ed to use their axes to gain entrance, 
but when necessary' they wielded them 
vigorously. 
General Butler joined one of the 
raiding parties late in the night fo"r a

period and then made the 
rounds of the various police stations.

A study of the federal income tax 
law by the state board with a view 
of recommending changes in the Vir- 
ginia income tax act at the next ses- 
sion is provided in another commis- 
sion bill.

Witnesses examined by Solicitor 
Frank A. IMcLeod, a brother of Gov- 
ernor Thomas G. McLeod, who con- 
ducted the case for the state, de- 
clared the married life of the Chinas 
had been marked by frequent quar- 
rels. The pistol with which Mrs. China 
is alleged to have shot her 58-year-old 
husband was Identified by a man and 
wife, friends fo the familj, as one 
that had been missed 
from 
their 


home, where the accused woman was 
sand to have been a frequent visitor. 


Mrs China's account of the tragedv- 


was given by Dr. H M Stuckey her 
physician, to whom she made a stat<>- 
ment Monday night in the local hos- 
pital, where she -was taken in appai- 
ent collapse shortly after the finding 
of her husband's body in his bath- 
room, nearly 24 hours, according to 
the testimonj, after he had died with 
two bullet -Rounds in the head. The 
banker-physician was shot when his 
wife grappled with him over the pis-

and prosperity. ' But this fact in it- 
self does not justify the sudden re- 
versal by \Vashington of the sound 
policy of hands off in Latin-Ameri- 
can broils. 
Already we have com- 


mitments of indeterminate extent in 
Salvador and rather peculiar relations 
vtith Hati and Nicaragua. Is it only 
from European entanglements that 
our Administration is anxious to be 
isolated? Does it regard Obrecon as 
a safer gamble than the League of

Perhaps that Is why he Is the one 


man in these parts who says he is not 
pasting around for the nomination. 


Yot there is a strong sentiment 


throughout tho State, and the whole 
east, that he will be in tho running. It 
hasn't yet crystallized itself in 
the 
formation of "Pinehot-for-Presiuent" 
clubs or any organized attempt to win 
pledges from delegates to the nomi- 
nating convention. But It Is gaining 
momentum. 
Should this be great enough to help 


the governor swing the State election 
this spring when a new 
legislature 


will be chosen, political leaders be- 
lieve Pinchot will be forced to throw 
his hat in the ring.

Just now the governor is priming 


himself for a hard campaign. Tho 
political machine he broke up in his 
sensational victory of 1922 will make 
n strong oppositional effort to come 
back. 
Before this defeat, the old Repub- 


lican regime, directed by Boles Pen- 
rose and his followers, was one of the 
strongest organizations in the coun- 
try. It was deemed revolutionary for 
an independent to try tfucking it. 
Pinchot did just that, and success- 


fully to, by going directly before the 
people and presenting his views him- 
self.That's what he is going to do in the 
spring campaign, too. And that's what 
he wl.l ao if he decides to get into the 
running for the presidency. 
He makes his own fights, and fights 


them himself. 
There is no rganiza- 


tion that earrys on for him. 
- "A fisherman," he says, "must land 
his own catch. And Pinchot is a fish- 
erman above everything elseo 


To get a close-up of this "Izaak 
Walton"-governor presidential possi- 
bility, I spent a day with him at his 
home in the northern Pennsylvania 
hills. 
He lives in Grey Towers, on a large 
estate. It easily could be one of the 
show places of the east, if it were 
trickeil up with ornate trimmings. But 
the Pinchots don't go in for this sort 
of thing. 
So their beautiful home 


stands in a. bit of nature's wodland 
with little ostentation, but plenty of 
charm. 
It is a large lodge-like house, hold- 


ing a large living room where a cozy 
fireplace of burning logs, often chopp- 
ed by the governor, blazes merrily 
awav 
Lives Simple Life. 
The family eats in this room, too, 
waited on by a major dorno about the 
place who acts as butler, cok and man 
of all work. He wears no livery, and 
Js dressed even better than the gov- 
ernor himself. 
Pinchot's favorite rom is his study. 


Tt is a small place stuck away in a 
corner of the house. Its wail paper is 
old. Its walls are lined with fishing 
rods and reels. Its desk is filled with 
tackle. 
A magazine of short 
adventure 


stories lay atop a stack of papers. The 


governor smiled as he showed us 
around. 
Thin is tho best rom in the whole 


house." ho said confidentially. 
"And 


hero's the best thlnV In it." 
He pulled out a fishing rod. 
"Jt weighs only 2% ounces." he ex- 


plained. "But it -sure can hold the 
nsh." 
Roscvclt His Idea!. 


His glee was that of a child show- 


Ing oft his favorite toy. It was the 
glee of a Roosevelt showing his favor- 
ite rifle. 
-Pinchot resembles his old chief in 


more ways than one. He ia a strong 
disciple of his progressive views. He 
is an orden lover of the outdoors. 


Add to this a bit of the intellectual 
side of Woodrow Wilson—for Pinchot 
Is a scholar, a onc-tlme college pro- 
fessor—and a bit of Lincoln—whom 
he resembles In stature and simplicity 
••—and you have a composite view of 
the man. 
But over all is a note distinctly 


Plnchot-esque. It is a note of plain- 
ness, kindliness, tolerance. But there 
is no meekness. It is a note of strength 
which is struck so often when the 
governor swings into his work. It was/ 
this note that 
resounded when he 


stepped in to settle the coal strike. 
It was hard making Pinchot talk 


about himself. He would rather tell 
ibout the trees and streams. 
So we 


went into the wods. He said that he 
felt more at home there, than any- 
where else. 


Headed XT. S. Forestry'Service. 


He is 58 years old. But his main in- 


ferest is still the same of his youth— 
forestry. He studied it in college.
